ROUD as we are of Juniata’s history, her tradi- 
Prtions, her campus and equipment, her faculty, her 

alumni, her student body, her scholastic standing, 
her record of achievement, and her place in the hearts 
of her countless friends, we cannot with this rest 
content. | ; 
_ Though Juniata has made progress, even in world 
depression, her further advance is essential and is 
therefore being planned. The steady improvement in 
her campus equipment through the years is scheduled 
to be much augmented. Well known as she has been, 
her name and fame we believe will soon be greater. 
Certain though her future has always been, it is 
destined to become increasingly assured. In this ad- 
vance the alumni will have a large part. 

For all this is the goal of the long-planned Juniata 
College Development Program, a five year schedule, 
into the first period of which we are already advanced. 
This Program is designed first to intensify our realiza- 
tion of the value of our college to community, state, 
and nation; second, to publicize her virtues to the 
extent that they may be more widely appreciated; 
third, to provide fundamental equipment, adequate for 
housing and serving a maximum of five hundred 
students; fourth, to increase the number of endowed 
professorships, so that remuneration for a still more 
able faculty will be available; fifth, to increase the 
number of endowed scholarships, that the talents of 
more bright, deserving but poor youths may be saved 
and developed in Juniata’s halls; and sixth, to increase 
the prestige of our college to the point where she may 
be of larger service in her acknowledged task of adding 
to the world’s stock of character, refinement, and 
idealism. And in the Juniata College Development 
Program the alumni are taking the lead. 
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The President: 


The Juniata College Development Program is like 
a vehicle which conveys our highest ideals and truest 
loyalties; again, it is like the gates of a dam, which, 
when opened, permit a swift flow of stored up en- 
thusiasm; again, it is like the rising sun, for it casts 
into bold relief the achievements and the products of 
our institution; again, it is like the clock in the tower, 
whose hands indicate, for all to see, when the time 
has come to strike; finally, it is like a football game, 
for in it talent and ability will be sought, courage will 
be tested, loyalty will be paramount, leadership will 
be developed, team work will be needed, and in it 
there will be ample opportunity for all of us to use 
our abundant energies, to carry the ball for Alma 
Mater, and to experience the thrills of victory. And 
the alumni will be calling the signals on all the plays. 


The first phase of the Program is scheduled to 
finish on or about December first of this year. It 
consists of a publicity drive, a cultivation effort and a 
$300,000 fund raising project for a new auditorium and 
the Presser Hall of Music, as well as for endowment 
of scholarships and the M. G. Brumbaugh Professor- 
ship of Education. Under the supervision of four 
honorary alumni, Colonel Henry W. Shoemaker, 


. Franklin Spencer Edmonds, Chester J. Langdon, and 


Dan N. Slep, a campaign organization of over one 
thousand workers has been effected in over two hund-. 
red different centers. It is set up in five divisions, of 
which the alumni division, headed by Donovan R. 
Beachley, and comprising some six hundred workers, 
is by far the most important. An extraordinary spirit 
of cooperation has been encountered. A most gratify- 
ing response has been found. For instance, of the 
first sixty-five persons who were offered the opportuni- 
ty to accept the top, or key, positions in the organiza- 
tion, sixty of them, or ninety-two per cent, accepted. 


‘The cordial attitude of all our friends and constituency 


is truly heartening. And the alumni are the moving 
spirits in mobilizing this growing morale. 


Colleges throughout the length and breadth of the 
land have sensed the timeliness of this autumn for 
raising long overdue funds. And the time is ripe for 
Juniata’s big effort. This Development Program pre- 
sents a golden opportunity to all of us to prove our 
loyalty. As we go on through this activity, I pledge 
myself, as one of the seven thousand former students, 
to do all in my power to help bring success. And I 
feel confident of the practically unanimous participation — 
of everyone. 


Let all of us therefore who cherish, love and honor 
the names and memories of those who helped shape 
both the College and.the lives of each of us—let us 
pray, work, and give. Out of a sense of gratitude, of 
loyalty, and of duty,—that our College may continue 
to stay to the fore and continue to increase its service - 
—let us pray and work and give. 


Introducing the New Faculty . . . . . 


Ten new instructors have joined the Juniata 
faculty this year, three of them to substitute for 
regular members absent on leave. To Juniata these 
new people bring years of training in the best uni- 
versities of the country and years of valuable experi- 
ence in other institutions. 

As professor of education Dr. Edgar S. Kiracofe 
succeeds Dr. Warren D. Bowman, who is now pastor 
of the Church of the Brethren, Washington, D. C. 
(and who on September 15 became the father of a 
third child, a daughter born in Richmond, Va.) Dr. 
Kiracofe is a graduate of Bridgewater College and 
holds both the master’s and doctor’s degrees from the 
University of Virginia, where he has been an instructor 
in the summer sessions since 1931, including. last 
summer. He came to Juniata from Elizabethtown 
College, whose psychology and education department 
head he had been for five years. Prior to that Dr. 
Kiracofe had been a teacher in Hebron Seminary, 
Nokesville, Va., and director of athletics and instructor 
in psychology and education at his alma mater, 
Bridgewater College. He is a minister in the Church 
of the Brethren. 

Dr. Bertha R. Leaman, an instructor last year in 
still another of Juniata’s sister colleges, Manchester, 
has been appointed assistant professor in the depart- 
ment of European history. Miss Leaman is a graduate 
of Goshen College, Indiana, and has received the 
master’s and doctor’s degrees from the University of 
Chicago. Fora year she studied in preparation for her 
doctor’s dissertation at The Sorbonne, Paris, and at 
the University of Grenoble. Her experience includes, 
in addition to her work at Manchester, teaching at the 
State Teachers College, Oshkosh, Wisconsin, Ball 
State Teachers College, Muncie, Indiana, and St. 
Xavier’s College, Chicago. Miss Leaman is a pleasing 
public speaker, having already spoken in chapel on the 
origin of the Constitution in connection with Juniata’s 
observance of the sesquicentennial of the signing of 
that document. The address has been repeated before 
the Rotary and the Civic Clubs of Huntingdon. 

Mrs. 8S. Turner Jones, who before her marriage last 
summer to Mr. Jones, a member of the music faculty 
last year, was Lucile Rice, of Pasadena, California, is 
the new instructor in violin. Before matriculating 
at the University of Southern California, from which 
she was graduated in 1935, Mrs. Jones studied violin 
for two years at the Royal Academy of Music, London, 
winning the Academy’s silver medal in violin while 
there. She played in the Academy orchestra and was 
presented in solos with orchestras under such eminent 
conductors as Sir Henry Wood and Walton O’ Donnell. 
At New York University, from which she received the 
master’s degree, she studied under the world’s fore- 
most violin teacher, Louis Persinger. She has taught 
violin at the Zoellner Conservatory of Music, Los 
Angeles, and has conducted a private studio in 
Pasadena. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jones have been designated as co- 
conductors of the Juniata College Orchestral Society. 
When Mrs. Jones is not conducting, she will play with 
the orchestra as concertmistress, and in the first public 
appearance of the group in December she will present 
a violin concerto. 


Substituting for his former teacher, Prof. Jack E. 
Oller ’23AB, who with Mrs. Oller is spending the year 
in Paris studying at The Sorbonne, George B. Clemens 
736AB is teaching some of the elementary courses in 
French. Last year Mr. Clemens studied at Penn 
State, where he had the rare privilege of living in 
the home of the head of the French department, Prof. 
Francis DuMont. He was awarded the master of arts 
degree in August. 

Another Juniatian to join the faculty is Miss Eva 
Hartzler ’32B8, who is an instructor in chemistry. 
Since graduation Miss Hartzler has studied at The 
Pennsylvania State College, which granted her the 
master of science degree, and has done research at 
Oberlin College under Dr. Harry N. Holmes. At both 
institutions she studied Vitamin A, its physiological 
effects particularly at Penn State and its chemical 
characteristics at Oberlin. Results of her studies have 
been published in scientific journals. Miss Hartzler 
came to Juniata from the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, 
Minn., where she had done further research related 
to hormones since 1935. . , 


In the department of commerce and finance Prof. 
Rockwell C. Journey, as an assistant professor, will 
substitute for Prof. Harold A. Conner, who is pursuing 
graduate study at New York University. A graduate 
of the University of Missouri, Professor Journey has 
studied at the University of Wisconsin, Columbia . 
University, American University, Brookings Institu- 
tion, and the University of Chicago, having almost 
completed the requirements for the Ph.D. at the last 
institution. He has been an assistant professor of 
political science at the University of Missouri, and 
professor of economics and head of the department at 
the following institutions: Cornell College, Iowa; 
North Carolina State College, Raleigh; and Alma 
College, Michigan. He came to Juniata from the 
University of Delaware, where for the past three years 
he had been an instructor in economics. 


To a new position, that of instructor in psychology, 
Mr. Herman R. Otness, a native of Idaho, has been 
appointed. Mr. Otness has been studying at New 
York University for the past two years, and has com- 
pleted all requirements for the doctor’s degree there 
except writing his thesis. He is a graduate of the 
University of Idaho. While in the East, Mr. Otness 
has assisted with the administration of tests in con- 
nection with the inquiry by the New York State 
Regents into the character and cost of education. 


Miss Helen L. Madden, the new instructor in 
piano, holds both a bachelor of music and a bachelor 
of arts degree from the University of Illinois. Besides 
that she has her master’s degree from the Eastman 
School of Music. Among her instructors she includes 
Ernest Hutcheson, the eminent pianist and composer, 
and Edwin Arthur Kraft, organist. Her teaching ex- 
perience includes work at Yankton College, South 
Dakota; Southwestern University, Texas; Westmins- 
ter College, Pennsylvania; the University of Wyoming; 
and the Park School, Cleveland. As an organist she 
has played in St. Christopher’s by the River Church, 
Cleveland, and the Alexander Avenue Baptist Church, 
New York City.

Dr. I Harvey Brumbaugh---A Iribute . . .

Dr. I Harvey Brumbaugh, director of the summer 
session of Juniata College and professor of Latin and 
education, as well as a former president of the College, 
passed away suddenly on Monday evening, August 
ninth. Doctor Brumbaugh had been on an outing 
with the members of the summer school faculty and 
had just a little while before climbed the tower on 
Tussey Mountain to enjoy what he said was one of the 
greatest views he had ever had. 

I. Harvey Brumbaugh was 
born March 10, 1870, the son 
of Elder H. B. Brumbaugh, 
who together with his brother 
Elder J. B. Brumbaugh and 
Dr. A. B. Brumbaugh were 
the founders of the Brethren’s 
Normal College, which twenty 
years later became Juniata 
College. He was also a second 
cousin of the late Governor 
Martin G. Brumbaugh. Dr. 
Harvey Brumbaugh’s connec- 
tion with the institution at 
Huntingdon was lifelong. 
Founders Hall, which was the 
first building on College Hill, 
was built when he was a boy 
eight years of age and his 
early education was received 
in the institution which had 
begun in 1876 with three stud- 
ents and one teacher in the 
printing plant of the Primi- 
tive Christian, of which his 
father was the editor. This 
paper was the predecessor of 
The Gospel Messenger. ‘The 
surviving members of the nor- | 
mal class of 1886, of which he | 
was a member, had its reunion 
last year, and he entered hap- 
pily into the fellowships of 
this occasion. His later education was received at 
Haverford College and Harvard, where he received his 
master’s degree. Ursinus College conferred upon him 
the degree Litt.D., and Juniata College the degree 
L.H.D. His service to Juniata covered a period of 
forty-five years, during which time he was absent only 
two different years for graduate study. 

He served acceptably in almost every position in 
relation to the institution and throughout all of his 
associations with it he continued to teach. He began 
his work as a teacher in 1892. In 1896 he was made 
vice-president of the College. Following this he was 
acting president many years until 1911, when he was 
made president of the College. In 1924 he retired 
from the presidency in favor of former Governor M. G. 
Brumbaugh. After his return from a year of graduate 
study at Columbia he continued as head of the depart-

time of his death. He joined the church in his young 
manhood, was elected to the ministry in 1904, and 
served in the eldership for many years. He had been 
moderator of the district meeting and a member of 


ment of Latin but gave much of his time to teaching 
courses in the history and philosophy of education, and 
accepted the directorship of the summer session. About 
this time he became secretary of the board of trustees, 
and his counsel was invaluable in the meetings of the 
board, as it had been from the beginning of his con- 
nection with it. 

Of course, Doctor Brumbaugh’s interest and in- 
fluence were not limited to College Hill. His com- 
munity service was evidenced 
in the fact that he was a past 
president of Rotary, and for 
many years, to the time of his 
death, a trustee of the J. C. 
Blair Memorial hospital at 
Huntingdon. He was also a 
director of the Union National 
Bank of Huntingdon. He was 
for a number of years secre- 
tary of the Association of 
College Presidents of Pennsyl- 
vania and for a time a member 
of the classification committee 
of the Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools of the 
Middle States and Maryland. 
In this capacity he was influ- 
ential in attaining recognition 
for the College by that associa- 
tion. 

As would be expected from 
his family background, he con- 
» | tinued a lifelong interest in 

_- the church of his fathers, and 
he made to it both locally and 
in the district and in the gen- 
eral church a contribution by 
no means small. He was 
chairman of the committee 
which built the Stone Church 
at Huntingdon and chairman 
of the board of trustees at the 


Standing Committee of Annual Conference. At the 
time of his death he was a trustee of the Morrison’s 
Cove Home for the Aged at Martinsburg, Pa., which 
position his father had held before him. Doctor 
Brumbaugh was always an acceptable minister, not 
only in the pulpit of his own church but of others, and 
had preached in the Stone Church but a short time 
before his death a sermon which had been commented 
upon as especially helpful to those who heard it. 

His passing continues to bring words of regret from 
friends, colleagues, and former students everywhere; 
and the occasion of his funeral service brought to the 
campus many of those who had been associated with

him and many of his former students. The 
service was in charge of Rev. Foster B. Statler, a 
, graduate of the college, whose eleven years of service 
in the Stone Church were in close association with the 
College and Doctor Brumbaugh. Dr. W. J. Swigart, 
who had known and loved him from boyhood, and 
Rev. O. B. Poulson of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
secretary of the Men’s Dry League of Pennsylvania, 
of which Doctor Brumbaugh was treasurer, also had 
a part in the service. A brief address of tribute was 
made by the writer, who spoke from over forty years 
of intimate association in church and college with one 
who had been his teacher, and to: whom later ‘he 
became a colleague in the administration of the in- 
stitution which we both loved, and which we have 
always thought of as an agency for the forwarding of 
the work of Christ in the church and in the world. 

Shortly after the opening of the new college year 
a chapel service was devoted to memorializing Doctor 
Brumbaugh. Dr. Calvert N. Ellis read the scripture 
and offered prayer, Prof. S: Earl Dubbel represented 
the faculty in a brief and appropriate address, and 
Miss Roberta Weyant, editor of the Juniatian, spoke 
for the students. The president gave a short personal 
tribute and closed the service with the benediction, 
following the singing by a student quartette of a 
hymn that always takes our former students back to 
the Saturday evenings with ‘“‘Professor Harvey” in 
the old chapel. 

Thus there passes on another of those who built 
their lives and their best into that rich inheritance 
that is left for us on College Hill; and the sincere 
sympathy of our alumni group has come to Mrs. 
Brumbaugh and their daughters, all graduates of the 
College—Barbara (Mrs. Charles Reed, Erie, Pa.), 
Catherine (Mrs. Cyrus O’Toole, New Haven, Conn.), 
and Marion (Mrs. Richard Lamborn, Erie, Pa.). 

Doctor Brumbaugh, true to the tradition of 
Juniata, never allowed his other duties to overshadow 
his interest in teaching, or to interfere with his happy 
personal relationship with the students. So true is 
this that when the writer was asked to speak at his 
funeral service, he could think of no better tribute to 
pay him as descriptive of the greatest interest of his 
life than the one implied by Bliss Perry, who entitled 
his biography of his own father who was a college 
teacher: “‘And gladly teach.”’ 

In this address a simple effort was made to pay 
tribute to one who as a Christian teacher had been 
faithful to his stewardship of truth, using as a basis 
Paul’s statement to Timothy, ‘‘The things that thou 
has heard of me among many witnesses the same 
commit thou to faithful men who shall be able to 
teach others also.’’ 

As the darkness}is closing in on him, this old 
soldier of the cross has a vision, not only of the crown 
that awaits, but also of a great succession of Christian 
teachers stretching across the centuries in witness to 
One who promised to be with them all the days, even 
unto the end. Gladly should we concede today that 
we have for our own a treasure of assured faith and of 
radiant hope because an ever-lengthening line of faith- 
ful and earnest souls have bridged for us the far- 
stretching chasm of the years.

Into this goodly fellowship of Christian teachers 
long since Harvey Brumbaugh was by every right 
admitted. He knew the truth, he loved the truth, he 
was richly gifted in ability to impart the truth, not 
only in the classroom but in the ministrations of the 
pulpit as well. 

A faithful teacher, with Sisto: of soul imparting 
truth to youth who gladly come to learn—this cannot 
be far from the adequate description of that spiritual 
comradeship which we call the Christian College. 
Certainly it does not lie far from the ideal of this 
College into which he built his life and whose founda- 
tions he did so much to build. Many were the years 
of personal service which he dedicated to it, and few 
had a deeper concern to see its ideals realized in 
human lives. For himself he has thus insured an 
abiding immortality, and helped to make certain for 
the college a useful permanence through the years to 
come. 

Truthfully and not infrequently have men and 
women spoken of him as a scholar and a gentleman. 
Well does he deserve thus to be remembered; but I 
think he himself would have liked well the designation 
suggested by that great scientist of the Harvard he 
loved, who passing by all high honors and academic 
distinction, asked that when the time came to write 
his epitaph they should simply say ‘‘Here lies Louis 
Agassiz, a Teacher.” 

“Tt is required in stewards that a man be found 
faithful” : and when God entrusts a man with truth 
there is no higher tribute to be paid him than to say 
that he neither harmed nor hoarded it. To hand it on 
unmarred, only more clearly illumined, to those who 
follow after, is surely to merit the final word from the 
“Well done, good and faithful 
servant.” 

And so, gladly did he live, and gladly teach; and 
at last surrounded by a group of those who shared 
with him this fine fellowship of teaching, up on the 
mountain that he always loved, he climbed to a 
vision so marvelous that it drew him out beyond the 
radiance of the sunset, and he merely went on, to be 
at home forever in the glory of God. 


Those who know Juniata best can best appreciate 
the loss which his going means to the College. Un- 
selfish and always kindly, strong in counsel and fair 
and frank in his criticism, thoroughly educated and 
richly endowed as a teacher, interested in every phase 
of the College life, intelligently respecting the past, 
clear-eyed in his vision of the future, convinced as to 
the need for and the worthwhileness of Christian 
education and willing to build his life into it, he has 


’ left not only a vacant chair in the counsels of Christian 


education but an inspiration for those of us who stay 
to carry forward as best we can the work to which he 
contributed so much. The recent years have taken 
sad toll of those who have built an immortality of 
influence into the history of the first college of the 
church, and as we go on we can but earnestly crave 
the sincere prayers of God’s people, not only that 
every good influence of the past may be conserved, 
but that the future may be radiant with acceptable 
service in the cause of Christ.

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The blare of the band comes to an exultant stop; 
. the murmur of the crowd dies down slowly to almost 
silence; the referee’s whistle is heard; the thud of a 
kicked ball resounds over the field and another game 
is on. 


For eighteen years Juniata College has been making 
football history. Its record has been heralded with 
equal amounts of red and black ink. Many of its 
games were played against teams representing colleges 
with a larger enrollment and with a more liberal 
athletic policy. 


This year we are faced with the difficult task of 
rebuilding a team in most part from material in- 
experienced in college football. Around a veteran 
back-field composed of Jenkins, Hahn, Weaver, 
Geiser, and Corbin, Coach Swartz has increased its 
ground gaining power with the enlistment of Lesher, 
Bergstresser, Grega, Williams, and Leopold. 


As for the line, four ends, Cook, Dick, Weber, and 
Sheirer are turning opponents’ end runs into our 
tackles and snaring passes from our backs. Perry 
Tyson, a Spring City lad, is showing much promise as 
a yearling. The brunt of the defense is born by 
Garner, Stratton, and Snyder. These men are “taking 
it and liking it.’”’ As a former All-American tackle 
sald: ‘‘Haven’t you ever put your nose in the mud and 
shoved with your feet? Its fun!’ Chiodo, King, and 
Groninger are receiving their initial training. With 
the graduation of Friend and Seiders and with Lawson 
and Andrews leaving school, it has been a problem 
for the coaches to fill the breach in the center of the 


line. At present 150-pound Carino is doing a credit- 
able job there. On either side, Heverly of baseball 
fame, and Way, a Dickinson Seminary graduate, are 
pulling out of the line to pave the path for the backs. 
Since these are the key men to an offense the responsi- 
bility for its success would be less heavy if they were 
more experienced. 


When you see Grega, Sacco, Williams or any of the 
other new men performing on the field, we want you 
to know that some interested grad who got a thrill 
from his football days has been helpful in sending these 
men to Juniata. 


The fighting Indians have beaten the heavier teams 
of both Washington and Hartwick with scores of 6-0. 
The balance of weight has been against them in the 
past and they expect to meet heavier teams as the 
season progresses. The services of Jenkins, Cook, 
Garner, and Weber will be missed in the Grove City 
game, but these stalwarts will be ‘ready to meet 
Randolph-Macon, one of the oldest colleges in the 
South, on Homecoming Day. 


So far this season, Randolph-Macon has beaten all 
of their opponents. They are a new team on our 
schedule but have made a fine record for themselves in 
the South.

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Campus Improvements 

The flourishing home economics department, to 
which a new instructor has been added, augmenting 
the personnel of the department to four, fared best in 
the improvements made during the summer. Both in 


its foods laboratory, on the third floor of Science Hall,. 


and in the home management house, new equipment 
has been installed and extensive redecorating done, 
bringing the physical status of the department up to 
the best available for such departments. 
Four unit kitchens have been installed in the foods 
laboratory (see front cover), each unit consisting of a 
modern range, a metal sink, and copious cupboard 
space. The walls and the partitions separating the 
units have been covered with tile board. The color 
scheme is light ivory and white, trimmed in black. 
The kitchen of the home management house, also, has 
been painted, light ivory and white predominating. 
Two old doorways have been closed and replaced with 
windows, allowing space along one side for a sink and 
long drain boards with cupboard space above and 
below. A new electric stove has been installed. 


The next largest project was the erection of a two- 
apartment addition to the infirmary for faculty resi- 
dences. Each apartment consists of a large room, a 
private bath, and a large closet. Miss Margaret F. 
McCrimmon, assistant professor of modern languages, 
and Dr. Ida Walz Kubitz, professor of German, will 
occupy these new residences. 7 

Two private baths have also. been installed for 
members of the faculty residing in Oneida Hall. One 
installation is the gift of a loyal Juniatian who each 
year makes a contribution for some physical improve- 
ment. 

“1630” is the non-committal name that has been 
given to the former home of the late Dr. T. T. Myers 
and more recently of Dr. W. D. Bowman, which has 
been converted into studios for the music and public 
school art departments and living quarters for two 
members of the faculty. On the fitst floor are the 
piano studio, which has been equipped with a beautiful 
new Steinway grand, studios with work tables for 
classes in public school art, and a reception room. 
On the second floor are the violin and theory studios 
and the faculty rooms. 

Considerable repairing and refurnishing was neces- 
sary before the building was ready for occupancy. The 
interior walls were repapered, the woodwork refinished, 
new blinds hung, the wiring replaced, and the faculty 
rooms provided with new furniture. The old shutters 
have been removed from the outside and the wood- 
work painted. 

The voice studio and all student practice rooms 
remain in the old music building on upper campus. 
The new arrangement, however, is a temporary one, 
penelig the erection of the proposed Presser Music 
Hall. 

One of the most appreciated improvements has 
been the installation of new indirect lighting fixtures 
in the library, together with the addition of, new oak 
Windsor chairs in the reading rooms. Each reading 
room has four of the new fixtures, and indirect pedestal 
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lamps have been placed on the delivery desk and 
periodical tables in the rotunda. — 


Among the minor repairs are the laying of new 
carpet on the chapel rostrum, the resurfacing of the 
gymnasium floor, and the renovating of baths on the 
first floor of Founders Hall. 


Public Events This Year 


Two series of public events have been planned for 
this year, one an artist series and the other a lecture- 
forum series. The latter, an innovation to be known 
as the Tuesday Forums, will consist of three-quarter 
hour lectures by experts in important fields of modern 
life, followed by a half hour of open forum. A large 
audience attended the first of this series on September 
28, when James Stokley, director of the Fels Planetar- 
ium, Franklin Institute, Philadelphia, told of observ- 
ing the solar eclipse on June 8 from mid-Pacific waters. 
He and the members of his party are reputed to have 
seen a total eclipse longer than any other living 
persons, their observation having lasted more than 
seven minutes, almost the theoretical maximum. 

The speakers at present scheduled are Howard W. 
Oxley, director of CCC camp education in the United 
States, on October 12, and Dr. Miles Murphy ’23AB, 
of the psychology department of the University of 
Pennsylvania, on January 11. Others of equal note 
will be added later.

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Progress in the Development Program .. . 


Since the middle of ‘August intensive 
preparations have been under way for 
the Juniata College Development Pro- 
gram, announced at the last commence- 
ment and launched October first. This 
campaign is being well set up, well led, 
and well organized. The objectives are 
vastly worthwhile, the askings are thoro- 
ughly justified, and the movement is well 
sponsored. 
| The three immediate objectives in 

the Development Program will cost a 
total of $300,000. Additional endowment 
in the amount of $60,000 is being sought 
to enable the college to provide assistance 
annually to some twenty-five promising 
students in amounts varying from $50 
to $225. 

To erect an enduring memorial to former Presi- 
dent M. G. Brumbaugh, his friends have for years 
held the purpose of raising funds to endow a pro- 
fessorship in education. For this, $50,000 is need- 
ed, of which $10,000 has already been provided. 
The College hopes now to honor the revered memory 
of this great friend by completing the project. 


At present the Music Department, an important 
part of the institution’s life, is very shabbily housed, 
and the auditorium facilities are far from being re- 
spectable. To help remedy this, the Presser Founda- 
tion has offered a grant of $50, 000 provided an equal 
amount is obtained elsewhere. Plans are all ready for 
the erection of Presser Hall, including an auditorium, 
to cost $150,000. Sound policy demands endowment 
of $50,000 to provide upkeep of building and equip- 
ment. It is imperative, therefore, that the College 
‘take up the offer of the Foundation of $50,000 and 
raise the other $150,000.
